A Brilllant Gathering In Front of the
Enlon League on Saturdny Night,

Bpeeches of Kelley, Bond, Matthews,
O'Neill, Ete. Elc.

The monster mass meeting of the loyal citl
zens In front of the Unlon Leagno House last
Bulurday night wns one that will long bo
membered tor its brillisnt surroundings and tor
the thrilllng eloquence that, coming irom the
mouths of the 1llurtrions spenkers, swayed the
vast multitude but with one parpose, that of
loyalty to the great pariy that is how battling
for frecdom and equal rights, The vast aadie
ence conld be numbered by thousands; aud the
intensity of purpose thit glittered in the up-
turned eyes and faces argucd a fxity of pur-
pose that mennt to do or die 1 the approach-
ing erigin, Drond street wis jammod, and the
ineplriting strains of musiec aud the hrlilhu,l ilis-
play of fireworks did much to r1ender it a scene
that will be remembered for years Lo come,

The League House itsell was most splendidly
fllominated with the uames of our prineipal
Geverals in jets of inme. At 8 o'clock, nmidst
intense onthusiasm, the meeting wus opened,
and John Price Wetherill, Bsq., ealled the meot-
ing to order, aud moved that Colonel Jobn W,
Forney be selected as the chairman of the meet-
ing. The motion was carried, und as Mr,
Wetherill retired, Hon. Willlam D. Kelley
stepped forward and sald:—

You are cheering the wrong man: but, for the
time being, I am Colonel John W. Forney, 1 am
here to return you that gentlemnn's thanks for the
corduinl manner in which you have received his
name us chairman of this mesting. Itis o matter
of profonnd grief to him that within a faw hours
bDe has found himself wvoliceless—not witliout
thought, not without senikment, not withont burn-
ing convioction that he desires to Iay befora you,
but wanuog the physical yolce to give (L ulteranee,
Elnce hie return from Europe he has been able to
dellver butona nddress, nnd thit was to our colored
fellow citizens, in whoee behalf, eince he s seen
the oppressions of Earope, he feels profounder
interest than aver, (Greatapplause.) He begs me,
therefore, Lo thank yon hearilly, nnd to say that he
Dopes to have the privilege of addressing you be-
fore the eleclion, and lecing you know from his
own lips, as yon leara from his pen daily, the desp
interest he takes In the issoes now pending, nnd
the breadth he attnches to those Issnes.

The spenker entared into nn able and exbaustive
argument of the reconstruotion pollcy of the go-
vernment. He remarked that of ail the goostions
about which ingenlguas sophists hnd troubled theme-
selves, the most useless, 1o his judgment, Wias as
1o whether the ten cruszhed and rulned sounthern
Siates were in or out of the Union, Practically it
moade no difference, for the State goveruments, so
far s \ha Unjied Siaten and the loyal people wera
concerned, had oansed to exiat, So far as the loyal
people of those Stntes wers concerned, they were
remitted o the originnl right of ‘*l'lf-iflrt"'r"'-"ﬂl-h
and the government of the United Siates e
genting n sovereiguly for the Ume boing w
maintiin the public pence among them,

In conclusion, NMe. Riddie ocongratnintsd his
hetrers upon the frustration of the Prasident's de-
MIENS o the reconstruction measures, and reass
geried bis convicton that Johnson wguld bs res
moved from ths Execntive chnlr, as an obstruction
1o Lhe exaoution of the lews,

He referred to the uegro suffrage moyvemant in
ihe Distriot of Columbin, and declarsd thnt the po-
hieal knowledge nnd general enpucity of the Afr-
c#u race bad been sadly and terribly nodersstimn.
ted by the people of this gonntry. What had hap.
